C said B 
would have to work two days before he 
could collect a week’s wages. D. P. 

Repends on whether the employment is by 
the week or by some other period. Illinois 
courts tend to hold that the wage payment 
interval is not conclusive on this point. 

If the employé is discharged without legal 
ground during one of the recurrent periods of 
the employment, he is entitled to pay to the 
end of such period, although he can be dis- 
charged at the end of the period without 
notice.

JAPANESE PLAN 
A GREAT EXODUS 
FROM CALIFORNIA 


Whole Farm Colony to 


Enter Mexico. 
Les Angeles, Cal., Dec. 29,—Japanese 


farmers in California are planning to 


quit the state and establish themselves 
either in Sinaloa or Nayarit, Mexico, 
according to a story the Los Angeles 
Times will publish tomorrow. 

The Times states it is “able to an- 
nounce that negotiations” for the re- 
moval of “the entire Japanese agricul- 
tural colony in California” already 
“has been taken up with the Mexican 


government.” 
“The anti-alien land law of Califor- 


nia „ throws thousands of Japa- 

nese farms out of their land with the 

first of the year,” the paper continues. 

“What these farmers would do has 

been a question until now unanswered.”’ 
Plan to Move as Unit. 


N. Jobayshi, who has lived in Mexico 
many years and who is married to a 
Mexican, a native of Guadalajara, has 
become head of a new department of 
the Japanese chamber of commerce of 
Los Angeles, to handle Japanese-Mex- 
ican industrial affairs and to arrange 
for the new Japanese colony on the 
Mexican west coast. . 

The Japanese are said to feel that 
the California colony has become a 
unit, with its social and other organ- 
izations, and that its entire trans- 
plantation to a location in Mexico 
would be preferable to movements by 
individuals and small groups to other 
states where laws are more favorable. 
or even to tber countries, except in 
one great body. 

Presents a Rich Field. 

The west coast of Mexico has been 
selected, it is said, because it presents 
the richest field in the republic for 
agricultural development, and the task 
of removing them from California 
would be relatively small. 

The attractions of the undeveloped 
tablelands arounds Tepic City, in 
Nayarit, and the Sinaloa river valley 
of Sinaloa are being weighed, it is 
stated. An extensive irrigation project 
is in progress in the latter district, and 
the location in general is said to afford 
an agricultural production similar to 
thet of California, with several tropical 
fruits added.

The Turks had previously accepted 
control by the league for minorities in 
a manner similar to that provided in 
treaties signed by Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, and Austria. 

An agreement is now in sight on the 
minorities question. As a result the 
tension here has been relaxed and it is 
now hoped some solution for the other 
questions may be found when the con- 
ference reassembles next week. 

~ Ask Mosul Pilebiscite. 


In a covering letter accompanying 
Ismet Pasha’s note on Mosul handed 
to the British late tonight the Turks 
propose that the British troops im- 
mediately evacuate the vilayet ot 
Mosul and that a plebiscite be held 
without hindrance to determine the 
destiny of the territory. 

The note declares the Turkish dele- 
gation is willing to have the plebiscite 
cover all Iraq and gsks that the Brit- 
ish and Turkish delegates meet im- 
mediately to draw up plans for the 
vote. 


The note itself marks no change in 
the Turkish attitude. It maintains 
that the Mosuls and Kurds have been 
associated with Turkey for centurié 
and they prefer Turkish to British 
rule. The note points out that the 
British once agreed to cede the terri- 

to France. Answering the Brit- 
aasertion that they conquered the 
territory, Ismet quotes former Presi- 
dent Wilson to the effect that conquest 
does not carry right of possession.

Colambia Man Talks 
on Psychoanalysis.

This revelation was made yesterday 
by Prof. William F. Ogburn of Colum-

If a social philosopher, the speaker 
declared, says he believes in a “ laissez- 
faire” policy of government and quotes 
theories he may really be hiding the 
fact that in childhood his father was 
cruel to him and, as a result, he hates 
his father and all other symbols of au- 
thority. 

The man who declares in favor of the 
“survival of the fittest” policy was in- 
dicted by the professor as possibly 
being a man who didn’t like the rules 
of a game, who wanted to win at any 
cost, and loved to triumph over a 
weaker adversary. 

Night Riding Menacé. 
Characterizing it as the worst men- 
ace that could threaten a democratic 
society,” Prof. Clarence M. Case of 
Iowa State university. declared that

“A man came to me yesterday and 
told me he felt sorry for you, senator.

In 1920 the children 10 to 15 years 
numbered 12,502,000, and of these the 
census shows 1,060,000, or 8.5 per cent, 
were working gainfully. 

This mass decrease, however, was 
more apparent than real. The com- 
parison is knocked askew in that the 
1920 census was taken in January, 
when agriculture is at its ebb, while 
if 1910 it was taken in April. 

5 Big Drop in Ten Years. 

However, by groups, the figures 
show that in 1920 the child workers 
10 to 15 years in manufacturing and 


‘mechanical industries numbered 185, 


330, where in 1910 they numbered 261,- 
000, a sizeable drop, all things, con- 
sidered. Even of greater interest is 
the fact that in these industries chil- 
dren of 10 to 13 years numbered 9,473 
in 1920 as against 32,740 in 1910. 

In extraction of minerals, child 
workers of 10 to 15 years were 7,191 
in 1920 as agaisnt 18,000 in 1910. 

In trade, child workers of this age 
period numbered 63,000 in 1920, as 
compared with 71,000 in 1910. 

In clerical occupations, child work- 
ere (10 to 15) increased from 71,000 in 
1910 to 80,000 in 1920. This increase 
was in the ranks of children of 14 and 
15 years, mainly girls. 

In domestic and personal service, 
child workers (10 to 15) numbered 
54,000 in 1920, as against 112,000 in 
1910, a decrease of 52 per cent. And 
the greatest decrease was in juvenile 
workers below 13 years. These were 
123000 in 1920 and in 1910 32,600. 

Taking out the children in agricul- 
tural pursuits, where the change in 
census time shot the tables full of 
holes, one finds that children of 10 to 
15 in other enumerated gainful pur- 
suite numbered 413,549 in 1920, as 
against 557,797 in 1910, a decrease of 
about 26 per cent, while at the same 
time child population of this age pe- 
riod increased 15.5 per cent.

ESMOND ENDED 


HIS OWN LIFE, 


OFFICIALS SAY 


Ralph Esmond, Chicago Motor club 
representative, who was found shot to 
death on a road near Ottawa two 
weeks ago, was not murdered, but 
committed suicide, officials heclared 
last night after revealing new evidence 
which they had just uncovered. 

By tracing the number on the gun 
they found that it belonged to Esmond 
himself.

speculative risk. 


This very removal of the speculative risk, made possi- 
ble by the modern grain exchange system, results in the 
farmer receiving more for his grain, and the consumer pay- 


by the futures market. . 


In the cash market of the Board four hundred million 
bushels of grain are handled in a year, making Chicago a 


giant granary. 


The Board of Trade is an association of merchants. It 
neither buys nor sells grain. It simply furnishes a market 
place and enforces the most rigid rules known in the realm 
of commerce. For three-quarters of a century it has pro- 


vided a continuous market in which the producer could 


dispose of his grain at any hour of any business day. Grain 
is one of the few commodities which has an open continu- 


ous market.
